1. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 4, and 7 are pending and under consideration with entry of this 

Amendment. 

2. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The Examiner rejected all of the pending claims under 35 U.S.C § 1 12, first and 
second paragraphs. However, the Examiner stated that the rejections would be obviated if a 
deposit of the Owarihatamochi rice variety was deposited under the Budapest Treaty.
